FISH WARDEN HAGUE'S WORK

Campers-0ut Along the Monongahela River
Inspired With & Wholesome
Dread of Fines,

RESULT OF N<WSPAPEE FUBLICATION.

A Pecalisr Psint Raised im an Actiom Agaisst a
Game-Law Viciater,

Fish Warden John W. Hague has just
arrived bome from a tour of the Mononga-
bela river in s ecanoe, and he reports that
the fish in his distriet are almost free from
the violstors o' the law. His former maid
down the Allegheny river had a wholesome
effect upon the fishermen in the other streams
and they all evinee a wonderful respect for
the law. He found but few violators, and
mont of the people who formerly used nets
have either disposed of them or are trying
to sell them.

More thano this, his last trip will probably
cause a revision of the fish laws of Penusyl-
vania. At present s number of objections
bave been made to the sct of May, 1889,
weich prohibits the use of outlines and
might lines. Sportsmen thisk they should
be allowed to use these devices st least two
monts in the year—July and Augzusi—the
months when most of the fishing clubs are
out in eamp. In pursnance o! this = con-
vention of th: United Huntiog, Fishing
and Camping Clubs’ Associstion of Western
Pennsyivanis will be held in Pittsburg in
Oectober, Resolutions will be framed pe-
titioning the State Legislature to amend the
present law so thal the use of outlines will
be ullowed during the months of July and
August.

A FINE POINT RAISED.

This part of the law has already ereated
much trouble. One case came upin the
eonris on last Saturday where & man who
had been prosecuted for using an outline
sppealed and Colone] Stone filed s brief in
which be claimed that if it was illegal to
fish with a fixed line & man who fished with
two poles and left one of them stick in the
bank was liable to prosecution. He claimed
outlipe fishing was not illegal, and thst the
Jaw did mot prohibit outlines, only fixed
nets and fish baskets,

When Fish Warden Hague was shown
the opinion yesterday he took the following
position: “Colonel Stone's opinion is mis-
leading and if snybody depended upon such
statements they would be liable to a fine
and imprisonment. The Colonel does not
touch the position. The aet of May 22,
1889, tor the proteetion of shad and other
game fish prohibits the casting and drawing
of seins, dip nets, pyke nets, ete., or the nse
of any othersppliacee for the taking of fish.

“If thenot had stopped at that point all
fishing would havebeen prohibited and any-
one sttempting to cateh fish in any manoer
would have been linble to a fine of $100 or
six months’ imprisonment. Bat at the end
avother clsuse was inserted which allowea
the taking of fish with a rod, book and line,
snd that is the only method by which fish
may be lawfully caunght in Penusylvania.
Any other sppliance is illegal.

DEFINING AN OUTLINE

“Mr, Stone uses the third section of the
act to further prove his position. This sec-
tion prohibits any set appliance for taking
fish. He seeks to maintain the position

° that fish baskets, racks and thingsof that

psture are intended 1o be meant. Any
person can readily see that sn outhne iss
st means of catching fish. One end is
anchored with u rock or fastened to the bank
and the line is huog with short lines on
which are baited hooks. It is certninly a
fized means of catching fish because it is
never taken out of the water. It is simply
lifted in sections snd then allowed to re-
masin as long as the parties owning it are in
that locality.

“Tt is certainly s violation of the law. I
took this position aftar copsulting with &
number of sportsmen, I also received s le
ter from the gentleman who framed the act,
in which he said it was intended to prohibit
outline fishing snd was intended to recog-
pige the rod, hook and line as the only
legalized method of taking fish, for by that
meant only one fish can be caughtsts
time.""

A tter he was through, Mr., Hague leaned
back 1o hi= ehair and kindly told the ex-
perience of hie last trip. He ssid: "“On
July 22, I started from Morgantown in &
canoe with two deputies. We visited the
eamps of all the clubs between there and
Pittsburg. The intention was io
find ount all those who were violating the
fish law and what means they were uosing.
Not having any aunthority in West Virginia
a0 work was dope until the State line was

1 visited the Batchelors’ Club, of
Allegheny, early in the trip. They were
not catching any fish atall, so we stayed
there & day just toshow them how it was
done.

A PLEA OF IGNORANCE.

“There were about 40 camps slong the
river., We ‘ound many ountlines, hoop nets
and gill pets slong the river. I potified the
officers of the camps. They all pleaded ig-
norance of the law on the wubject,
but when 1 told them the law they
all mcquieseed. I only found seins at
Fayette City. The man who owned them
suid be was getting ready to sell them. He
bhad not the pets, he said, because ne
bad read the ascecount of-my raid up the
Allegheny Valley inTHE DIsPATCH. In
faet that was responsible for the absence of
violstions of the law—they all seamed to
have read it and I could not learn of sny
pets having been used. .

“ At Port Marion, at the mouth of CHest
river, I found fishing maruificent, but there
was no illegal means used. William Maple,
who owns Dunkard creek at lock No. 9, who
had repestediv defied the local authorities,
bhas pow disposed of all his oets and pro-
bibited the use of anight lines in his stream.
I afterward learned that thix was caused by
his having been prosecuted sud made to pay
s fine of £300. This bad the effect o!
creating & wholesome regard for the game
Iaws in that section.

The Board of Viewers had before them
yesterday the report on the extension of
Forbes avenue to Diamond street and the
parties assessed, who were called in to hear
the report read. The improvement isas-
sessed mpon the properly along the entire
leogth of Forbes street, and as Forbes is the
longest street 1n the city there are sbouta
thousand separste pieces of property abut-
ting opon it. Probably 200 of the owners
of these appeared yesterday to examiue the
report, and taking everything into coasid-
eration the report was very favorably re-
ceived, there being few objections, and they
were trifiing.

The assessments for benefits are mwade
from Grant sireet to Shady avenue, those
near the improvement proper being pretty
heavy and graded down as the distance in-
creases. Mrs. Schenley’s assessmeot is the
heaviest. Ehe has property on both sides
of the street at the point where the opening
is to be made and for that property as-
sessed over $16,000, and this with her varions
properties ‘urther out the street cansed her
total assessment to foot up $17,081 60. From
this was deducted §361 60 for the property
which she is said to bave turned over to
the city last week as an entrance to Schenley
Park. That amount will be assessed upon
the city. Deducting also the sum of $13.-
712 50 damages allowed to Mrs. Schenley
for the ground takea from her by the open-
ing up of the street, hernet assessment for
the improvement is £3,007 50.

The damages sllowed for the entire im-
provement fool up $44.272 75, divided s
follows: Mrs. Schenley, $13,712 50; R. H.
Hartley heirs, $6.884: J. McNulty, $5,620;
John Ruoseell, §14.420; Revman Brewing
Company, $000; Eliza Braden, §125; Edward
Rowe, $125; Edward Jones, $125; John
Baolan, §1,000; Charles Campbell heirs, §200;
Mary Patch, $200; James Dolan,$200; Will-
iam Dilmore, §200; Sarah Francis, §100;
printing plane, salaries” and other expenses
:fn'q;nnrd of Viewers, $461 25. Total, $44.-

The assessments for benefits were graded
from §5 down to 20 cents per foot front, and
while in some cases the assessments footed
up heavily, 1u others they were wery light,
in some ivstances being down as low ns §1.
The county will have to pay $3,222 65 for
the improvement, the assessment being made
on the foot frontage as follows: Court
House, $1,639 35; jail, $683 30; old Univer-
sity building, $530; old Criminal Court
building, $375.

to Pass Counterfeit Bills

MADE BY RAISING THEIR VALUE.

Two Brothers Supposed to have Victimised
Many Merchants.

T0 BE TORNED OVER T0 U, 8 OFPICIALS

For several weeks s peculiar form of
counterfeiting has been carried on in a sys-
tematic maomer on the Southside. Last
night it was bronght to & sudden halt.by
the police srresting Archibald snd Robert
McDowell, the former being csught in the
act of attempling to pass a $2 bill that bad
been raised to & ten. Early in the evening
Archibald went iuto the wholesale liquor
establishment of Victor Dosch on Carson,
sbove South Twenty-second strest, and
bought a smsll bill of poods, tendering in
pavment therefor a §10 pote,

Mrs. Dosch, who had waited on the cus-
tomer, noticed that the large ficure 10" in
the upper right-hand corner bore a glossy
appearsnce, and she showed it to her hus-
band. Mr. Dosch examined the bill closely
and satisfied himself that it was atwo dollar
bill, and so informed McDowell. The latter
protested, however, that the money was all
right, when Mr. Dosch ealled Officer Bryaat
to arbitrate the matter. The officer recog-
nized MeDowell as s man whose desoription
the police bad been given with iostructions
to arrest him. " McDowell was locked up.

STORY OF TEE PRISONER.

‘When confronted by OCapiain Stewart,
McDowell said he bhad received a check
from the Pennsylvania Railroad Company,
and had gotten it cashed in & saloon out in
Lawrenceville, where the counterfeit bill
had come from. He had just come from
Uniontown on Sunday, and was boarding
with his brother, Robert, st the head of
South Twenty-second street. He had not
worked, he said, ‘or some weeks,

As soon as MeDowell was taken to the
siation house, Captain Stewart said he
knew he had the man who has been victim-
ising the merchants on the South-
side for nmearlv two months, The
plsn wa:r a very simple one. Five
sod ten dollar internal revenne stamps
were used to raise silver bills of 1 and 88
denominations. The older the &ill the
easier the work was dove and the barder it
was 0 detect the counterfeit. An acid was
used to remove all small letters and figures
from the ace of the bill that would be
linble to excite suspicion as to the genuine-
ness of the money. ’

Captain Stewart has in his possession four
82 bills that were “‘raised” to §10's, and &
§1 that was turped into 8 §5. Amoog those
who were “‘taken in” by the scheme
were W. F. Reich, the confectioner; Phillip
Diehl, the saloon keeper; Juba G.
the dairyman, and George Levy, the
clothier. About four weeks ago an attempt
was made o pasy.one of the bills at the
German Saviogs Baok, but Cashier Eruy
had had an experience with Brosi that has
sinoe kept him on his guurd. Captain
Stewart got a number of the bills and even
succeeded in getting the ndme and de-
scription of the man who was ng the
money, but was utterly unable to locate him,
Iostructions were given to the police to ar-
rest the first men answering the deseription,
and business men and merchants werg can-
tioned to be eareful.

GAVE HIS BROTHER AWAY.

Archibald csused the arrest of his
brother himself. As soon as he said he
boarded with Robert, Special Officers Corri-
gan and Richards were sent to the house at
the head ot South Twenty-second street,
where the house was searc sur-
m something was wrong and when he
thought the officers” attention was io an-
other direction he picked up = large en-
velope from o secreted place and threw it
into the yard, Officer Richards went out
epd got the envelope, which contained a
large number of the 5" and ‘10" revenue
stamps. Amnother lot was foand betwesn
the leaves of a family bible. Robert wag
locked up, and Captsin Stewart says he
thinks the two men were equal participants
in the scheme.

The two men had just prepared to move to
Unilontown, and part of their poods are now
in a Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston
freight ear. They intended to go to-day.
Robert worked at the Oliver Iron and Steel
Works, and Archibald was employed asa
wiper at the Thirty-third street ronndbouse.
The former is married and has a family,
Captain Stewart said last night the prison-
ers would be turned over to the United
States officials, but the police get nothin,
for making the arrest. He has a lot of ba
coin in his possession now and may have an-
other case before long.

He
was informed by the owners that they could
get $6 a ton lor them by hauling them
several miles to_n railway station, but that
it didn’t pav, even by the employment of
“cheap Chinese labor.” The bunches were
enormous ones, and it seemed sin ul to allow
them to rot. As they were selling in this
city at 20 to 30 cents a pound, snd $2 1o $6a
ton there, it was evident tbat either the ven-
ders or the on companies were
msking entirely too much money st the
expense of both grower and consumer.

¥t was subsequently learned from G. W,
Beckert, who deals in California fruits,
that there has been an -improvement in
some shape effected, California now supply-
ing the Union with fruit, and, strange as
it may seem, more cheaply than ever before.
Of course, the priee is mueh higher than
homegrown truit would bring, but it is
moderate compared with that in years past.

It is too high for canning, but for fable
use & large amount is sold. It is supposed
that arrangements have been made with

companies for lower rates than pre-

ed beretofore, and the enormous ship-

ments will justify them in making large
concessions,

Some years ago a California grape grower
was in Pittsburg, and seeing some of his
grapes forsale on a Liberty street stand,
thought he would like to eat some of his
own production. He was told the priee
was 30 cents & pound. Baid he: “I sup-
pose these grapes must be hard to raise.”
The dealer replied: *Yes, thev come all
the way from California, and they are very
rare Licn." Said the purchaser: “My
friend, I raised these grapes. That is my
name on the crate, Had I gotten two cents
s pound for what I sold to go East this year,
Icould retire from business with a large
fortune."”

It is supposed the dealer had s very wide
margin, for he stammered out some unintel-
ligible explanation. It is not thonght the
transportstion companies made all the
money, but doubtless they might bave car-
ried the stuff for half what they charged and
then have done a very profituble business.
California produce is carried around Cape
Horn to Enrope, some 10,000 miles, and sold
there cheaper than it is in Pittsbure.

INQUEST ON AN IMBECILE

Two Dixment Nurses Censared for Conceal=
Ing the Injuries of a Patlent.

An inguest was held yesterday on the
death of Caspar Wykoff, s county patient
at the Dixmont Hospital, who died Sundsy
night Wykoff was committed by an order
of court from the county jail on August 25,
1888, He has no friedds that can be found,
thoogh the Dixmont Hospital authorities
have tried several times to reach by tele-
graph a party on the Southside on whom the
deceased had some elaim of relationship.

The testimony taken st the Coroner’s in-
quest included statements from Superin-
tendent Hutchioson and Dre. Grabam and
Ewing, and showed thst the deceased haa
been s hel imbecile from tke time he
was recei at the hospital. He required
the game sttention as an infant. On the 8th
instant, after being bathed by two attend-
ants, Richard Holmes and James Conn,
Wykoff jumped into s vat of hot waler
which his clothing wers being cleansed
soalded his feet and legw. Although the at-
tendants could not prevent the sct they
were airaid to report the tase to the anthori-
ties for fear of censure, and instead of so
doing they wrapped the man’s limbs in cot-
ton and sweet il and treated him them-
selves until the suspicions of the doctors
were aroused about four days later and an
investigation was made. Then the attend-
ants made a clean breast of the matter and
were pre-emptorily discharged. The patient
improved rapidly under the physicisns’
care and was almost well, unotil last Tues-
day, when he became afflicted with acute
gnenmonil. from which he died at 8:30

anday evening.

The whe nts of Holmes and Conn
are unknown since their discharge from the
institution. The Coroner’s jury rendered a
verdiot, that death had resuited directly
from pneumonia, exonerating the hospital
suthorities, and censuring Holmes snd
Coun for failing to report the scalding of
Wykoff to the physicians.

W ykoff is about 42 years of age. No dis-
position will be made of the remains until
to-morrow, in the hope of friends coming
forward to claim them.

Conflncment In the Peniteagiary Drives John
Thompeon Crazr.

John Thompson, alias Jacob Wilds, was
transferred irom the Western Penitentiary
to Dixmont insane asylum vesterday after-
noon, Thompson was committed to the
penitentiary from Armstrong county about
three years for burglary, and his term of
sentence wonid have expired in & few weeks,

Thowpson has served several previous
terms for the same offense, and this led the
outhorities of Armstrong county to think
him insane. Judge Beyburn appoiuted a
commission of three prominent residents of
Arwmstrong county, svd the commission de-
clared him inssue and decided that it

The hope that books would be placed in
the Allegheny Carnegie Libracy during the
next 10 days bas sgaia been blighted. It
was expected that the conirsct would be
awarded yesterday, but circumstances mads
that im

The joint committes of Couneils met last
night in the commitiee room at Carnegie
Library to open the bids for the 8,000 vol-
umes which it is proposed to buy. There
were only three bids presented, oue from
Beribners’, of New York; one from J. R.
Weldia & Co., of Pittsburg, and the third
from the J. B. Lippincott Company, of
Philadelphia. None of the bids specified
the amount which the 8,000 volumes would
cost. They only quoted prices on each of
the works, The bid from Scribners’ gave
out the impremion thatthe cust would be
about §1 per volume.

Asit would be impossible to reach any
olear conclusion without going clesr
over the lists, it was decided to
refer the  matter of examining the
bids 0o a sub-commitiee, of which
Clerk Robert Dilworth and Librarian
Stevenson were appointed members. This
sub-committea will meet to-morrow even-
ing to make up the whole ot the bids, and
will then report fo & special meeting of the
Library Committee, which will be called
by the Chairman.* .

MAY NOT TAKE 50 LONG.

As most of the books are standard works,
which the publishers keep in stock, it is ex-
pected that maay of the 8,000 volumes will
occupy places on the shelves in the library
within a few days after the contract is lef.
In the meantime, Librarian Stevenson
is preparing himself to receive the
new books., Yesterday he returned from a
ten days’ trip to Wilkesbarre.

He
was examining the great Osterhout Free
Library and the methods by which the
librarian, Miss H. P. James, is enablea to
pick out any ooe of the 100,000 volumes
which live its shelves. He took s turn at
cataloguing, shelving, receiving avd cover-
ing books. Beside this, he mastersd the
Dewey decimal system of classifieation,
which, he -g he will adopt in the Car-
negie Free Library. The system was in-
vented by Melvia Dewey, the New York
State Librarisn at Albany, and is congidered
the most simple system in the world.

B{c this system the library is divided into

mmwndm to the 9 digits. Each
division is represented by a digit, such as:
5, natural sciences;” “0, general works;”
'8, history;" “2, religions;”” "'3, sociology,"
andso op. Divisions and sub-divisions
mav again be made, as often as it i neces-
sary.

HOW IT WOULD WORK.

For example, 854 counld represent the
general history of the United States. That
is, 8 represents history, 5 North America
sod 4 the United States For less portions
of the world nothing is required but more
sub-divisions. A history of Ohio would
probably be numbered 854.7, and of Ham-
